Kim Cockrell fourth in a growing 
number of Shefton students 
selected for honor 



When Kim Cockrell was 
named to the All-USA Academic 
Team, she became the most recent in 
a growing number of former Shelton 
State Community College students 
selected for this prestigious honor. 
Sponsored by USA TODAY, Phi 
Theta Kappa International Honor 
Society and the American Association 
of Community Colleges, this 
competition focuses on quality 
programming and emphasis on 
academic excellence provided by the 
two-year colleges in the United 

States. 
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Cockrell was named to the 
Third Team, one of 23 students 
selected from over 1 400 applications. 
She is the fourth Shelton student to 
be named to the All-USA A^demic 
Team over the past five years. Jackie 
Fazeli was named to the Second team 
in 1 995 followed by Meredith Mettee 
and Kevin Windham in 1 997. 
Mettee was named to the second 
team and Windham to the third. 

While at Shelton State, 
Cockrell maintained a 4.0 grade point 
average and was president of the 
Student Government Association and 
was a recipient of the Hope A^demic 
Scholarship Award. She was also 
named 1 999 Homecoming Queen at 
the college and will attend the 
University of Alabama next year on an 

academic scholarship. 

In a recent USA TODAY 

survey. 98% of former All-USA 
Academic Team respondents said 
they believe their two year colleges 
prepared them well for their four-year 
school. This statistic holds true for the 
former winners from Shelton State. 
All of Shelton 's former members of 
the All-USA A^demic Team have 
continued to excel in a four-year 
college setting. 

Excellence has become a way 
of life for Jackie Fazeli. After 
graduating as Shelton State's most 
outstanding student in 1995, Fazeli 
went on to the University of Alabama 
on scholarship to continue her 
education. While raising three 
children as a single mother, Fazeli 



received her masters degree from the 
University of Alabama, graduating with 
honors, and is currently employed by 
Bradford Health Services of Alabama.
